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2* Inspekteur Siegfried Vfeisc, formerly deputy chief of Abteilung Inspektion of 
the IRTA, has been appointed commander of the school* Rat Doemer, described 
as former chief of Fachabteilung ,f 3 w (Artillery) of the HVA, •will head the 
training section* The training program, drawn up by Koranondeur Goepfert, who

3* By lG April only the new training staff and a guard unit had moved into the 
area to be occupied by the school* 

It* Beginning 10 May all HVA field units will begin to move into summer camps* 

The units are to carry out the operation in three installments, sending one 
third of their number at one time* The first group will be in the summer camps 
from 10 May to 6 June, the second from 9 June to July, the third from sometime 
in August to September*

The summer training program will emphasize field training, generally in reinforced 
company strength; the interrelation of the various training branches (e.g* tactics, 
topography, engineers); and perfecting the tactical collaboration of the various 
branches of service*
